4,000 men at work under the protection 
of armed deputies, and it forms the 
wedge between the extreme southern 
and northern end of the coke field. If 
the strikers do not succeed in driving- 
the men from these plants the move- 
ment will be lost 
They will force the 


men out at the point of guns rather 
than see them work. The southern end 
of tho region was the scene of numer- 
ous raids Wednesday, but no lives were 
lost

About 300 men from the works north 


of here marched to the Leith & Brown- 
field works of the Frick Co. to the Fair 
Chance works of the Fair Chance Fur- 
nace Co. and drove the men from the 
yards. "Very little resistance was of- 
fered, and now all the plants south of 
Connellsville are shut down. The men 
were found goingto work, but returned 
without making a fight 


The workmen at the Mt Braddock 


works-,of the \V. J. Rainey Co. were 
driven from the yards Wednesday by 
rioters, and the plant is now shut 
down, as are all the plants of the 
Jlainey Co. A delegation of the rioters 
also visited the Wheeler & Morrell 
Works of the McClure Co. and com- 
pelled the men working to lay down 
their tools and vacate the grounds. 


At the Mayfield and Donnelly plants, 


on the Mt Pleasant branch, was the 
scene of the first pitched battle about 
10:30 Wednesday. The rioters had as- 
sembled in large numbers and were 
parading about the works with colors 
hying. The men were working both 
in the yards and in the pit, and 
the strikers asked them to 
come 


out. 
No response was given.

the works and warned the strikers not 
to trespass. 
The rioters paid no atten- 


tion to it and mane a rush on the 
works. The first move called forth a 
volley of shot from the guards and one 
Hungarian fell mo'rtally wounded. The 
invaders turned and fled, carrying their 
wounded companion with them and 
leaving the plants in operation. About 
fifteen shots were fired.

The professional beggars of 
New Yorlc belong in groups, divided 
by questions of nationality. There is 
the Italian group, the Spanish group, 
bhe Danish group, the French group, 
the Russian group, the Polish group, 
the Scottish group, the Swedish group, 
the Greek group, and so on. Each of 
those groups has a certain place of 
rendezvous, and the way they operate 
is about as follows:

Hnliun comes to the United States on, 
u visit and the newspaper chronicle 
his movements, it is not long before he 
is beset by Italian mendicants .who 
claim to be temporarily embarrassed, 
and Lo have heard from abroad of.his 
liberality and benevolence. .

The professional boggnvs are close 


renders of obituary notices, and when 
it mini of prominence in the foreign 
colony dies his family is pestered with- 
iniporUinitics by beggars from that 
country. Nut very long ago a well- 
Itnown Now York merchant died, and 
his obituary notice contained the in- 
formation that ho had been born'In1 a 
certain town of Holland. As soon as 
the Dutch group of beggars got hold of 
this fact they overran the members of 
his family with claims for charity and 
assistance. All professional beggars

road the published 


newspaper accounts of accidents of an 
unusual character, and^when some 
member of a family has mot his death 
in a peeuliur manner they profess to 
members of the family to have suffered 
from a similar allliction, aud hope to 
stimulate their generosity. 


These mendicants go about their - 


work of almsgctt'uig systematically. 
One group docs not interfere with 
nnolhcr. Facts learned by one mem- 
ber of a group are- at tho earliest op- 
portunity communicated to the oth- 
ors, n mi thus, almost automatically, 
those beggars descend from all'parts 
of the city on a common object of at- 
tack. They evade tho provisions of 
the law

mendicancy by

doors, and n3t on the streets. They 
arc careful about this, for the distinc- 
tion which many persons would not 
observe i.s u. vital one in law. 


The great majority of New York pro- 


fessional beggars are intemperate, and 
the iin-ger n mount of what may be de- 
Kuribed as their earnings is expended 
in drink. This fact does not comport 
very well with theisknown system and 
precisian in securing victims for at- 
tacls, but it can be easily explained 
when it is stated that, the best organ- 
ized group of foreign-born mendicants 
come from countries where drinking is 
general, but intoxication is rare. The

I have person- 
ally inspected prisons at Sing Sing, 
Auburn, Philadelphia, Allegheny, .Tol- 
ict, Jackson and Nashville, ns penal 
institutions in England an:! on the con- 
tinent, but to my surprise and regret, 
and to the shame of the great state of 
of Ohio, I found none less modern or 
less abreast of the times than the pen- 
itentiary at Columbus. I do not wen 
mean to insinuate that brutality or 
willful cruelty is practiced there, or 
that irregularities exist. Hut the whole 
system of incarceration as practiced 
here is wrong; it is incompatible with 
humanity and civilization. It is op- 
posed to all the laws and rules of crim- 
inalogy; everything tends to degrade, 
nothing to elevate the moral status of 
the inmates. I left this 4prison thank- 
ful that I could claim as my native: 
state Pennsylvania where the prison 
system, if not the ideal one. i? yet in- 
comparably superior to that of Ohio. 
Ohio, where the average of intelligence 
is so high, and where an eagerness has 
always been shown in the matter of 
reform, has delayed and neglected its 
prison reform."

of paradoxes, says the Boston Journal. 
A careful stiidy of the history of the 
world will convince any man of judi- 
cial mind that Bayle did not go too far 
—perhaps did not go far enough— 
when he observed, apropos of the 
treatment of Arideus and Eurydice by 
.Olympias, "that if on one side women 
are generally more tender than men 
it is certain .on the other that those 
who are fired with a spirit of cruelty 
and ambition go greater lengths than 
men in) those two vices." Bayle did 
not goffar enough. ' For if in a savagts 
state the female warrior is most to be 
dreaded by a foe, and if the female has 
been and is first in scenes of bloody 
worship and torture, so in popular up- 
risings, as in the French revolution 
and in our day the commune, or in the 
history of nihilism, or in 'police courts 
where the question of maltreatment 
of .children is brought before the pub- 
lic, it is woman that plays the most 
horrid part. 


Philosophers of old argued concern- 


ing this paradox.^ They admitted the 
tenderness, they knew of the sanguin- 
.ary and ferocious possibilities bound 
up with this tenderness. Some ascribed 
the cause to hysteria, as did Demo1 
critus, the physician. Others, as de la 
Mothe le Vayer, argued on each side 
and could not frame a final answer. 
It was reserved for an Englishman, 
who of'all men had probably studied 
most thoroughly the manners and cus- 
toms of humanity, barbarous and civ- 
ilized—it was reserved for Sir Richard 
Burton to advance the ^theory that

bodily or mental anguish. According 
to this theory, Florence Nightingale, 
the amazori of Dahomey, the petro- 
leuse, and Goncourt's Faustin studying 
the agony of Lord Annandale, stood 
on the same platform. 
A monstrous 


theory! But history unfortunately 
furnishes in support of it illustrations 
from the earliest records to the chap- 
ter as yet unfinished. 


It Is nok-at--a'll improbable that a 


key to this paradox is supplied by the 
experiments of Profs. Nicholls and 
.Browne, who try to demonstrate that 
the senses are less keen in woman 
tlian in man. 
They began^with the 


sense of binell. They took odoriferous 
substances, such as garlic and prussic 
acid. These were diluted in a growing- 
proportion, until in the last set there 
was one part of the test substance to 
2,000,000 parts of water. 
Then forty- 


four men and 
thirty-eight women-, 


young and healthy, were told to re- 
arrange these bottles, which had been,, 
put in disorder, and by the sense of 
smell to arrange each set by itself— 
garlic with garlic, essence of cloves 
with cloves. The women failed. They 
could not distinguish the lemon be- 
yond 100,000 parts, while the men told 
it at 250,000. 
The women could not 


trace prussic ncid beyond the dilution 
of 20,000 parts of one; the men, or near- 
ly all of them, distinguished it up to 
100.000 parts. 


It is argued that similar results must 


follow from the experiments on the 
perception of every other sense; that 
woman does not require, as the male, 
such keenness. 
And the conclusion 


is drawn tlmt "Nicety of the senses on 
woman's part would be a grave disad- 
vantage to the race. It is her lot to 
perform without repugnance, and even 
with pleasure, a thousand functions 
against which man would revolt." 
Here is a humane answer to the para- 
dox of Burton. 


But will women, if they first of nil 


agree to the paradox, be content with 
the answer? Will they bo willing to 
remember that there is here no talk 
considering intellectuality or morality? 
Will they admit that "The senses be- 
long to the ajiimal structure of hu- 
manity, and reasoning beings do not 
dispute that the male is the superior 
animal?" If they protest against this 
position, pray what other answer can 
they make to the Hurtonian paradox?
